On the field, it is because Germany and 
‘Japan cannot draw their forces together that 
they are being counted out of the war sepa- 
rately. Had they been able t6 combine, the 
combination might have prolonged the world 
conflict by several years. But all their at- 
tempts to do so, by land, by air’ or by sea, 


acting ‘n its own place and in its own 
way. The point is that freedom is being 
served by many forces, and has need of them 
all. Not one is more important than the other. 
All-will be required before victory, with 
any form of a lasting peace, can be written. 

The hope of this world is not in the war, 
but in the peace to follow. All men there 
will have an opportunity to agree.
